fainily resen. blance between the tone of the 
art'cle and that of the eastern papers on the 
disallowance of Manitoba railway charters. 
It is absurd the Commercial thinks that 25,- 
000 people should d sire to be saddled with 
an expensive form of government. If the 
Commercial will show how the 1esponsible 
form is necessarily raore expensive to the 
people than the iriesponsible, the ab- 
surdity will be apparent, but if it cannot 
than its argument is absurd. Possibly re- 
sponsible government for the Territories 
might mean a heavier pull from the federal 
treasury. But not more so than the terri- 
tories are equitably entitled to. There is no 


arrangement the North-West woulu get more 
than its fair share ot federal funds. And 
having got its share the manner of expen 
diture would be its own business. The 
Commercial thinks that already Canada is 
tio much governed, Possibly. But it is not 
proposed to inersase the nuuiber of govern: 
ments, and the Commercial does net propose 
to decrease the number. It is admitted that 
the North-West is entitled to local y+ vern- 
ment, as has been universally adinitted since 
the appoiitinent of the first North-West 
Council aboit’71. There iso reason why 
itshould not now assume the form of self 
government. Nor why that should not be in 
the shape of responsible government. At 
present the goverament of the North-West 
is simply a branch of the interior depart.

THE SUPREME COURT OF THE 
WiksT TERRITORIES. 

As set forth in Section 1 of the Ordinance 
respecting the administration of civil justice 
1886 “from and atter the commencement of 
this ordinance the several jurisdictions vest 
ed in the High Court of Justice stall cease to 
be exercised except in the nate of the 
Supreme Court.” This ordinance is almost 
exactly similar in substance tothe English 
supreme court judicature act which now 
rewalates the procedure of the courts of Eng 
land, upon the traming of which act the ex- 
perience and wisdom. of the most envinent 
and Jearned meinibers of the English bench 
and bar were brought to bear to do away 
with all unnecessary procedure and vexatious 
pleadings and bring about the most simple 
and judicious me sthod of procedure in the 
administration of justice. These acts have 
answered the purposes for which they have 
been framed so well that Ontario has adopted 
similar procedure and it is wierely a mateer 
of time before the other Knglish speaking 
provinces of Canada do the same, 

While it is natural for a preat 
ple to look with suspicion and 
any system that appares nthy 
adininistration of justice they must not for 
yet that itis the advance of civilization, the 
intricacies of Commerce and the wider 
more diverse business transactions that de- 
mand the machinery of the courts of justice 
to be so constituted as to answer the require 
ments and necessities of the tines 

The procedure in the supreme eourt differs 
materially from that under the administra 
tion of justie e ordinance 1884 and amend 
ments thereto, Under the old practise the 
writ of summons, except in certain specified 
cases, merely Called upon the defendant serv- 
ed therewith to appear at the next sittings of 
the court if he wished to detend the aetion, 
But now the writ summonses the defendant i 
he wishes to defend, to enter an appearance 
with the clerk of the court within ten days 
after the service upon him, or jadgement 
may be entercd agaist bina for the amount 
of the plaintiffs claim, it it bea liquidated 
debt, that is a matter of aceount, ov ascer- 
tained amount not sounding in) damages, 
If the defendant so appears he files with the 
clerk of the court at the same tine 
ment of his defence and serves: the 
or his advovate with a copy thereof. Tf the 
defendant has a counter claim against the 
plaintiff he states itin his defence and the 
plaintiff replies thereto, An order 1s then 
obtained from a judge of the court, upon 
notice of application bei dng viven to the op- 
posite party, setting down the case for trial 
wnd acopy thereof served and the matter 
proceeds to trial, Tf the amount sued for is 
not an ascertained amount and the defend- 
ant fails to appear to the writ, at the expira 
tion of ten days from the serviee of the writ 
upon him, the plaintiff? in certain cases, as 
for the detention of goods and where the 
damages sued for is a iatter of calculation 
and several cther cases, may sign what 
is called interlocutory judgment and the 
plaintiff then proceeds to have his dam 
ages assessed as the court may direct, 
end upon the assessinent thereof to sign tinal 
judyment. 

The advantages of the present 
are many and apparent, kor 
plaintif? suing fora just debt or liquidated 
demand instead of being compelled to wait 
until a sitting of the court was held for judy 
ment avainst his debtor, may now at the ex 

viration of ten days after service of the writ 
n default of appearance sign tial judgment, 
and tifteen days after judyiment issue execu 
tion, ee ifthe defentant wishes to 
harass and delay the plaintiff and is willing
